A Norwegian captain in ‘ius evi- 
dence’ in a shipping action in the

Discoverer of South, Pivot Would 
Crown Career by Daring . 
‘Feat 


Discoverer,of the South Pole, first 
to sail throughethe ice-locked laby- 
rinth of the riorthwest passage, that 
dream of early ‘navigators, Captaia 
Roald Amundsen has an ambition to 
crown his career by an airplane flight 
to the North Pole. .

To Secure Maximum Crops a Know- 
ledge of thie Land Is Necessary 


The soil is the farmer’s capital — 
\his workshop. Upon it is founded 
the whole business of farming, and 
‘upon its fertility will depend in large 
imeasure the success of the. farmer's 
! operations, Too often it is not given 
the proper care, nor is sufficient in- 
telligence exercised in its use. 

‘The plant derives certain substanc- 
es necessary to its deyélopment from 
the soil; the most important of these 
are nitrogen, phosphori¢ acid and po- 
| tash. The farmer should know whe- 
ther his soil contains these in suffi- 
cient quantities to meét the require- 
ments of 4 maximum crop providing 

| food cultivation is given, or if he is

have been treated and cropped in 
past years i exactly the same way, 
which means’ that even © idjoining 
farms may be entirely different so 
far as. soil requiyements a are concern- 
ied.
